Voicing similar thoughts on current ‘subjects in lan- 
guage almost the same is not an unusual occurence-in- newspaper 
life. It is indeed rather common, and quite often occurs purely by 
accident. But when the subject dealt with by two papers pub- 
lished on the same day is such an abstract one as ‘Talent and Tact” 
without any knowledge of what the other fellow intends publishing, 
then it is a strange coincidence. 


On this Subject in its issue Of the 7th inst, The Brooks 


Bulletin had this to say: : ‘ 

“Talent is something, but tact is, everything, 
Tact is not a seventh sense, but is the life of all five senses. 
It is the open eye, the quick ear, the judging taste, the keen 
smell and the lively touch, —It'is the surmounter of most 
difficulties, the remover of most obstacles.” 

On the same subject the Recorder had this to say: 

“Consicious, perhaps of ability above that of 
some of their fellow men, ,capable of generosities and: af- 
fection able and willing to serve without hope or expecta- 
tion of reward, many wonder why success fails to crown 
their efforts or dislike follows their every action. They prob- 
ably possess no tacty that fault that'‘taints all their good 
like a dead dog in a green lane.”

Fortunate is he, who; having talent, possesses also tactsFor 


tact-is*skill and skill knows how to do ft. But if tact; in the 
absence of superior talent is, to. quote G, H, Lorimer; mere- 
ly “‘the knack of keeping quiet at the right time: of being so 
agreeable yourself that no one can be disagreeable to you; 
of making inferiority feel like equality” then it smacks of 
diplomatic hypocrisy that kind which adopts ‘and fol- 
lows religiously the’old and nevertheless true maxim that 
“a drop of honey catches more flies than a gallon of gall.” 


That may be diplomacy which, without some 

measure of talent, in the eyes of discerning men, should be 

' properly assessed, Likewise it might make the road easier 

for some, if discerning men, recognizing some measure of 

talent in their fellow men. unaccompanied by the saving 

grace of tact, would exercise more of that desirable quality 
themselves.”
